Mr. Boyer is a graduate of the 
University of Oregon and Eugene 
Bible University, and has attended 
Butler College "'and the College of 
Missiops.^ Inspired by his mother, 
who had prayed that one of her sons 
would lie a missionary, and influenc¬ 
ed by missionaries anil other Christ¬ 
ians, he dedicated his life to the mis¬ 
sion service. •. ■ 

Mr. Boyer is supported by the Un¬ 
ited Christian Missionary Society. 
He and his wife went to Bolenge, 
Africa, in 1921 where he did educa¬ 
tional and agricultural work and had 
chargi of 1 the (toys’ boarding school' 
there. 

Xhe greater part this couple's 
last term was spent^in Mondombe, 
our farthest irttand station, about 
1600 miles inland from the mouth of 
the Congo river. Here they have 
l>een trapping through the forest 
visiting* the native folk in their villa¬ 
ge# These miss'onaii g are acquain¬ 
ted with the actual life of the un¬ 
touched native in the back country. 

Mr. and Mrs. Boyer are the only 
I missionaries to make the trip to 
America by going east. Leaving 
Mondombe by bicycle, they rode 
through the heart of Africa, a trifle 
1 south “of the Equator.

This week’s remark at the club has 
been that, with the Wheat Farmers 
stating their case to the governments 
and witih the dairy men and mutton 
men and beef men sending impassion¬ 
ed delegations to Ottaw-a calling for 
protection, it is funny that consum¬ 
ers haven’t sent out any delegations. 
The answer to that one is simple. The 
consumers are‘So busy getting enough 
for their daily needs, thaf they have 
neither time nor money to send out 
delegations. It takes all they can do 
to pay for this bread and butter and 
meat, that is fast bringing the pro¬ 
ducers to ruin. 

The Canadian consumer has the 
negative satisfaction of knowing thaf 
by no act of his are his fellow coun¬ 
trymen being brought low. The wheat 
man may be facing the horrible like¬ 
lihood of having to work twelve 
months of the year, but the price of 
bread is the same. The dairymen may 
be threatened with starvation because 
of New Zealand butter, but the price 
of butter remains high, with good 
dairy butter a rarity. Eggmen be¬ 
moan their lot, yet it is only within 
the last four weeks that the general 
public has been able to approach eggs 
in light-hearted reckless fashion. The

There 
will be a certain* amount of ineffic¬ 
iency in using the new farming ma¬ 
chinery until we jeam what the pro¬ 
per size of farm unit is, and how op¬ 
erations can be conducted to get the 
best use out of the machinery. The 
farming world is not going back to 
the tallow dip.—Lethbridge Herald, 
vestment.

Mr. Justice McCordie of England 
says “As I go from assizes to assizes 
I realize how little poverty has to do 
with the serious crime of_ this coun¬ 
try. The chief causes of crime are to 
be found in the fundamental faults of 
human nature—lust, greed, anger, 
jealously.’’ 

Mr. James Douglas, taking up this 
theme continues: 

“I am surprised that Mr. Justice 
McCardie did not add drunkenness to 
his four master vices for it is respon¬ 
sible for more serious crimes than 
any of them, or, indeed, all of them 
put together. 

“If we could extirpate these five 
passions there would be little crime 
left for the assizes. 

“But Mr. Justice McCardie’s tribute 
to the virtues of the poor is what 
warms my heart, for the poor are the 
people, and the people are the poor. 

“It is a lie to pretend that the poor 
in the lump are bad. The poor in the 
lump are good, and their goodness is 
utterly unsung and unhonored. 

“Poverty in varying degrees is the 
lot of the vast majority. Our working 
people live their whole life on the 
poverty line, some of them a little be¬ 
low it and some of them a little above 
it, but most of them precariously 
poised on it. ’ ^ .. 

“I never walk along a main street 
in a poor town or village with its 
mean little shops without marvelling 
at the mechanism of honest poverty. 

“The little shopkeepers are on the 
poverty line, as well as their custo¬ 
mers. They ail live from hand to 
mouth in a fellowship of poverty. 

“And yet the poverty of the poor 
does not break down their sense uf 
honor. It does not goad them into 
dishonesty. It does hot drive them in¬ 
to crime. If poverty produced crime 
on a large scale tjie law could not 
cope with it. 

“The gaols would not hold all the 
criminals. J’he whole superstructure 
of the law and order and luxury rests 
upon the inexhaustible patience, self- 
control, and self-sacrifice of the poor. 

“There is moral granite in our pov¬ 
erty which stoutly resists the demor¬ 
alization of unemployment and under¬ 
employment year after year. It tri 
umphs over the corrosive influence of 
life on the dole. - 

"The poor are brave. The poor are 
courageous. Their little homes are 
beleagured fortresses on which the 
flag of decency is kept flying by their 
little garrisons. 

“Look at the^cjiildren of the poor, 
and honour the fathers and mothers 
who pinch and scrape to clothe them 
and boot them. 

“It would astonish our statesmen 
and our economists if they could 
plumb the-depth of the poor man’s 
thrift that stark virtue wrought out 
of the life-long peril of unemployment 
and the life-long fear of debt. 

“The nation owes far.more, to the 
poor than it can ever hope to ‘repay. 
All its burden of taxation for educa¬ 
tion and serial reform is infinitely 
less than^the burden borne by the 
poor through generation after genera¬ 
tion. , 

It is the duty of the nation to raise 
and not to lower the standard of life 
for tho working people. 

“Their honour and honesty are our 
salvation as a race. 


THE STRAW VOTE 

The Literary Digest straw vote for 
prohibition or its repeal, is coming 
on' apace. The third week shows 527- 
338 for repeal; ^83,117 for modifica¬ 
tion and 333,OT8 for enforcement. 
The state of Kansas alone shows "a 
big majority for drys. Oregon 
drys ar e slightly leading,, Washing¬ 
ton shows fairly even on the three 
alternatives, with other states so far 
decidedly wet. However the South¬ 
ern States are not entered yet in the 
polls and results may~come through 
differently next week. The nearest 
dry states are Georgia, Indiana, Io¬ 
wa Nebraska, North and South Dako 
ta, Oregon and Washington. It is 
Interesting to notice that California 
is fairly evenly balanced with 24,000 
for enforcement, 27,000 for modifica¬ 
tion, 28,000 for repeal. 

The states which boast the biggest 
citiea are the wettest in desire.
